As foreshadowed in para 30 of the report of the last' year, no instance 
of any disloyalty or dissatisfaction to the Supereme Government cam6 to the 
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notice of the Darhar and so there was no need of the adoption of fnrthey 
methods in this respect.

The Infantry are armed with Smooth-bore Mutrle loading Musket® 
and bayonets, the Cavalry with Smooth-bore Musjle loading Carbinesi 
«words and lances and the Artillery-men with swords. 

Police. 

M. Vazir Mohemroed continued to hold office of the Superintendent 
of Police throughout the year. 

The Police are divided into two sections ( 1 ) City Police ( 2 ) 
District Police. The City Police keeps a watch over bad characters, guards 
and maintains order in the city while the District Police which is composed 
of 14 Thanas ( Police stations ) is responsible for guarding cummunications^ 
affording protection to travellers and keepiug peace and order in the mofussil. 

Appendix IV showing strength, cost of discipline and education of 
the District and the City Police maintained by the State during the year 
under report is herewith attached. 

The ratio of the Police to area and population of the State comes 
to one , Police-man for 3.90 square miles and for 411.9 persona.
